1. These Regulations may be called the Air-India Employees’ 
(Miscellaneous loans) Amendment Regulations, 1980. 

2. In the Air-India Employees’ (Miscellaneous Loans) Re- 
gulations, 1966; (hereinafter referred to as the said Regula- 
tions) for sub-rcgulaticm (b) in Regulation 2 the following 
■..hall be substituted namely : — 

N b) (i) “Managing Director” means the Managing Director 
of the Corporation and “Deputy Managing Director" 
means Deputy Managing Director of the Corporation. 


(ii) “Competent Authority” means Managing Director, 
Deputy Managing Director or Head of the Depart- 
ment in relation to the employees ns defined under 
Section 3(f) of Air-India Employees’ Service Regula- 
tions. 

3. I. In sub- regulation ( 1 ) of regulation 3 of the said Regu- 
lations the words “and advances” occurring in the first lino 
shall he deleted. 

2. In regulation 3 of the said Regulations for sub-regulation 
(2). the following shall be substituted namely : — - 

(2) Not more than one loan shall he granted for the same 
purpose. However, for the purchase of vehicles, i.e. motor car 
and motor cycle/scooter and meeting the medical expenses, 
the Managing Director/Deputy Managing Director in con- 
sultation with Finance may grunt a second loan having regard 
to the merits of the case, subject to the following conditions : 

(a) second loan in, respect of the above purposes will be

(ii) India-based employee posted at foreign stations, who 
avails of vehicle loan in foreign exchange under this 
regulation will be required to repay the loan together 
with interest thereon in foreign exchange in such 
number of monthly instalments not exceeding 36, 
during the tenure of his foreign posting. 

(iii) The employee who avails of vehicles loan for the 
purpose of purchase of motor car or motor cycle 
scooter is required to complete negotiation for the 
purchase of vehicle within one month from the date 
on which he avails of the loan, failing which he will 
have to refund the full amount of loan, together with 
interest thereon forthwith to- the Corporation. 

8. In the said regulations, for sub-regulation (5) of Regula- 
tion 6 the following shall be substituted namely : 

(5) (i) An employee who is granted such a loan under this 

regulation for purchase of a vehicle, shall if so re- 
quired by the competent authority furnish security 
for the full amount of the loan in such one or more 
of the following forms as that authority may direct,

(a) execution of a demand promissory note for the 
amount in favour of the Corporation;
